Wilson sent a special message to con- 
gress today urging the immediate ap- 
propriation of 1200,000 for the relief 
of those made homeless and destitute 
in the Salem fire. He enclosed a tele- 
gram from Governor Walsh saying 
that 3,900 families were in need. 
'Thevjuemage was as follows: 
"The governor of Massachusetts has 
aent me the following telegram: 
" 'The Salem fund is increasing slow- 
ly. The expense of rehabilitation will 
be enormous. At least three thousand 
families are homeless and without 
work. If the 
national government 
could appropriate $200,000 it would as- 
sist greatly. I.,am informed that the 
action of the national government at 
the time of the San Francisco disas- 
ter furnished a precedent. Can any- 
thing in the way of a substantial con- 
tribution from the national govern- 
ment be obtained?' 
"In view of the great number of 
homeless and 
destitute in Salem, 1 
earnestly urge the immediate appro- 
priation by congress of $200,000, as 
reported by the governor, for the ex- 
penses under the direction of the sec- 
retary of war," wrote the president. 
The message was referred to the 
house appropriation committee, which 
will take it up before early next week 
at the latest.

Chinese Constitution 


Peking, July 3.—Dr. Frank 3.- Good- 


now, whp plans to give up his pqst of 
advisor to the president of China and 
'return to America In 
August to be- 
come president of JdHns ,Hopklns-Uni- 
vtrsity, is pleased wlthAlhe revision 
of the provisional constitution of this' 
country. Though the revision of the 
constitution 
is criticised 
and r-idi- 


culed by the foreign press published 
in China—The Chinese^ press not dar- 
ing :o do so—Goodnow says it i» much 
like the drafts which he drew tip at 
the request/ of the 
president. 
'It iii 
-modelled in a large measure," says 
I Goodnow, "on the Japanese constitu- 
ition, making allowance for a president 
.'as differing from an Emperor" 
I 
It will be remembered that presi- 
dent Yuan Shi-kai found the provi- 
sional constitution,-,whlch the.revolu* 
tionists drafted two ^years ago at Nan- 
kins, unsuited .to the effective admin- 
istration, of affairs during the. criti- 
cal Tirst years of the'repuDlic. He de- 
sired, therefore, 
to see -the 
perma- 
nent constitution drawn 
up, on lines 
which he • deemed 
suitable 
to this 
country. 
B.ut those 
radical reform- 
ers who wanted, a "people's govern- 
ment," disregarded- the 
president's 
wishes and advice, and, when the par- 
liament was assembled, imdertooli 
the work of drafting, the permanent 
constitution, not only without 
seek- 


; ing his assistance, but in distinct op-1 
position to -him. 
The committee se- 
| lected to do the work declined to re- 
, ceive a message from him and also 
! refused -to admit his-personal eims- 
| aaries into their conferences'. There- 
; noon Yuan Shi-kai took matters in his 
own hands, issued -a mandate 
dis- 
solving the Kwo Ming Tang, the rad- 
ical party,- which 
was the' largest, 
and thereupon dislocated the parlia- 
ment. The .presidential mandate de- 
chired that the Kwp Ming Tang was 
a rebel' party which had done harm 
to the state by interfering in a hos- 
tile manner with the administration 
and bj- 'creating a -^rebellion 
in 
the 


southern,:- prqyince^ 
The 
mandate) 
referred to the so-called second rebel- 
lion. 
. 
As a result of the forcible dissolu- 
tion of the Kwo Ming Tang the par- 
liament ceased to function, 
because 
there was not a sufficient number of 
members left to muster a 
quorum, 
The president later caused a commit- 
tee to be appointed for the purpose of 
revisins 
the 
provisional • constitu- 
tion. 
The commit tne was composed 
directly and fndlivi'" if nominees of 
his own grout of rolil/'ians;' and the. 
present revision was the .r.esqlt.' 
As renorted in the cable dispatches 
the revised 
constitut'on 
gives the 
president practically ci'ctatorial pow- 
ers. 
He has hf>' 
fl tb'Ti hitherto—to 
such an extent ;is any 
single 
man 
can be a dictator—but ..not • legally. 
He is now surrounded with the form 
of legality. 
"Japan's 
constitution." 
Goodnow 
explains, "has been a 
successful at- 
tempt to adapt 
ideas of .European 
representative government to an Asi- 
atic peonle that has 
always had an 
autocratic government. The last two 
years especially show that the JaDan- 
ese people are pelting control of their 
government, v It looks to me as if a 
constitution like that 
now 
adopted 
by China, if the people only, work it, 
is capable of developing representa- 
tive government. 
' 
"Of course, it is true that the pres- 
ident has wide powers over the exec- 
utive and administrative branches of 
the government. He appoints all civil 
and military officers, and has the pow- 
er to dismiss all 
officials 
with the 
single exception of 
judges ;^ and his 
exercise of this nower 
is not sub- 
ject to the control of the legislature. 
"He also has large cowers of legis- 
lation, and holds nractically absolute 
veto power over the 
actions of 
the 
le?islature. 
This is to say. he has 
power to issue ordinances 'not con- 
trary to law' to promote public wel- 
fare as well as 
executions of law. 
And in times of urgencv, when the 
legislature cannot be called together, 
he has the power to issue ordinances 
which supercede existing law. These 
ordinances, different from ordinances 
issued in 
promotion of 
public wel- 


tare, must be submitted to the legis- 
lature for 
approval,

It is, in addition, 
the simplest teach- 
ing of the New 
Testament Scrip- 
tures generally—

,n I Thesa. 1:9, 10, "ye turned to God 
Tom idols to serve the living and true 
3od; and to wait for hl» »on from 
heaven." 


II.— The difficulty of watching in 


Illustrated in'the 'drowsiness of the 
disciples in GelhBemane—"What, couhj 
ye not watch with me one hour?" 
(Matt. 26:40). The spirit was willing 
but the flesh was weak. A condition 
of things quite'as likely in the region 
of spiritual truth, if one may Judgp 
by the frequent appeals to Christians 
to awake out of sleep, see Ephes. 
5:14; Rom. 13:11, 12; I Cor. IB:34; 
1 Thess. 6:6. There are few of us 
who are not aware of this froin actual 
experience, alas! As in the DJiyslcal 
so In the spiritual sense, the longer 
we have to watch, the more difficult 
a task it. becomes. 


III. The danger of not watching is 


seen in our Lord's warning to the 
church at Sar'dis—"If therefore thou 
Shalt not watch, I will conie to thee 


thief" (Rev. 3:3.) "the thief 


cometh not but for^to steal, and ,to 
kill, and Jo destroy" (John 10:10). 
This last "figure is partly Interprete*- 
by anolher In -which Christ says: 
"Bujt and .it that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, my Lord delayeth his 
coming;, and shall begin to smite his 
fellow servants, and to eat and drink 
with the drunken; the Lord of that 
servant' shall come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and in an hour 
that Be Is not aware of, and shall cut 
him asunder, and appoint him his por- 
tion with the hypocrites: there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth" 
(Matt. 24:48-51). 


IV. The accompaniments of watch- 


ing are: 


U) Prayer (Mark 13:33)—To pray 


aright is to watch, but surely he is 
not watching who is not praying? 
Hence'"men ought always to pray" 
(Luke 18:1. Not that we must ever 
be in the external attitude of prayer, 
as when the'Pharisees' loved to pray 
standing at the corners of the streets, 
but that our inward habit should be 
one of daily communion with God, for 
he heareth us always. 


(2) Service—"loins girded about" 


(Luke 12:35). See I Kings 18:46, 
Prov. 31:17, 19. It is the »lotfeful 
servant who is not, watching. The 
busy servant may not have the partic- 
ular thoughl of his'Lord's return mo- 
mentarily present to his mind, but it 
is nevertheless the underlying motive, 
of his activity. 


(3) Testimony—''your lights burn- 


ing" (Luke 12:35). He who is watch- 
ing for his Lord's return is speaking 
of it, witnessing for him. "Ye shine 
as lights in the wdrld; holding forth 
the word of life" (Phil. 2:15,16) that 
othars may see Ihe way of life. 


V. The rewards of watching are: 
(1) Escape from danger—"Watch ye 


therefore . . . that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape »11 these 
'thing.3 that shall come to pass" (Luke 
21:36). Compare the context and the 
parallel passages" with II Thess. 1:5-9. 


(2) Bestowal of divine honor.— 


"Blessed are those servants* whom the 
Lqrd when he cometh shall find watch- 
ing: verily I say unto you, that he 
shall gird himself, and make them to 
sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and se^ve them" (Luke 12:37). It is, 
of course, impossible to apprehend the 
meaning of this promised felicity 
(Isaiah.;.64:4); we simply know that 
our Lord's: language implies an exal- 
tation beyond pur highest thought. 


(3) Increase of power'and opportu- 


nity; 
"Who then is a^faithful and 


wise servant, whom his Lord hath 
made ruler over his household, to give 
them meat in due season? Blessed is 
that servant, whom his Lord when 
he cometh shall find BO doing."
